Prof, Russell’s Party Returns from Mount 
St. Elias Six Men Short. 7 

Porr Townxsannp, Wash., Oct. ‘20.—[Spe- 

cial.)}—Prof, J. C. Russell and his party of 

explorers, who several times in the last six 


months have been reported lost in the wilds 


of Alaska, reached here this morning on the 
mail steamer which arrived from Victoria. The 
er has been absent five months, and in that 
time had adventures enough to crowd inte 
several lifetimes. The trip up was made on 
the revenue-cutter Bear, which steamed out of 
this harbor May 28. In the party besides 
Prof. Russell were F. C. Warner of Hartford, 
Conn., Neal . J. H. Cram back. L. G. 
White, and W. C. Moore, all of Seattle, Wash. 
The latter was one of six who lost their lives 
in Icy Bay last summer while trying to make 
a landing so as to ascend Mount Elias. 
Lieut. Robinson, revenue marine service, also 
perished in this undertaking. The party first 
went inland forty miles from Icy Bay, remain- 
ing over two months making a survey and 
geological observations. At attempt was made 
to ascend Mount St. Elias to summit, 
A 2 of 14,500 feet was reached, and it was 
found that apex was 65,000 feet farther. 
Lieut. Frederick Schwatka and his party of 
explorers were encountered Sept. 23. The 
United States steamer Pimta being instructed 
to look out for Russell encountered him and 
n Oct. 2 and took them 
to Sitka, One man ided to remain at 
Yakitat, where miners are said to be making 
$100 to $200 a day. Prof. Russell will go 
direct to Washington.

DUTIES OF TRE CLERKS OF ELECTION, 


The Registry Lists Must Be Purified of 
Dead and Bogus Names, 
Yesterday was the only day of registration 
this year, yet the best work in reference to 
registration and to the purification of the lists 
of voters can be done today and tomorrow, 
and this fact cannot be too strongly impressed 
on the clerks of election, on whom the duties 
devolve. The provwsion of the law relating 
to such duties is as follows: The Wednesday 
and Thursday following the day of registra- 
tion the twoclerks 
shall go together and canvass each precinct, call- 
ing at each dwelling place or each use where 
any one may reside in such precinct and each 
dwelling place indicated upon said “ verification 
lists, By ascertain the name of eve male in- 
habitant over A years of age residing in such pre- 
cinct, and if they shall find that ay pees upon 
their verification lists,“ on the hand page 
thereof, does not reside at the place designated

thereby, they shall make a check-mark or cross 


(opposite such name. 
9443 canvasserg shall also write down in their 


“ verification lists,” on the right-hand 
thereof so designated, “names not registered, 
according to the street and street numbers, all 
the names of all persons so ascertained by them 
who reside in such precinct whose names are not 
already upon their verification lists. No name 
shall be written down on said right-hand page 
which already appears on said left-hand page of 
such “verification lists.” Whenever déemed 
necessary by said canvassers, or either of them, 
he or they may demand of the superintendent, 
captain, lieutenant or other person hav- 
ing command of the police in such portion 
or the city. village, or town to furnish a police- 
man to accompany them and protect them in 
their duties when necessary; and it shall be the 
duty of such Superintendent, Captain, Lieutenant, 
or other person having authority over such police 
in such locality to furnish a liceman for 
such purpose, and in default thereof such 
Superintendent, Captain, Lieutenant, or other 
person shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor under this act, and schall 
be liable to a penalty not exceeding $100 nor less 
than $25. 
Penalties for. Offenders. 

If, in making such canvass, any person shall re- 
fuse to answer questions and give the information 
asked for, and known to him or her, such person 
shall be @eemed guilty of a misdemeanor under 
the act, and shall be liable to a — not to ex- 
ceed In making such canvasssaid canvassers 
shail make special inquiry at the residences as 
designated in the registry and “ verification lists” 
as to all the persons so registered as qualified 
voters. 

This last list is to be supplied to the County 
Commissioners from which to take the first 
list of jurors. 

Now the canvass which is thus required by 
the law will be in some precincts a most ard- 
uous duty. After the canvass is made the 
persons on the registry list who have been as- 
certained by the canvasser not to be duly 
—— voters are to be sent notices through 
the mail. Notices have also to be served at 
their residences. Such persons are “ sus- 
pects”’ under the law and have to make good 
their claims by appearmg in person and 
through witnesses establishing their claims. 

The duties of the clerks in this matter are 
most onerous. They must make the canvass 
in two days, prepare the list of suspects before 
10 o’cloeck Friday morning, at the same 
time prepare the list of non-registered voters 
for the use of the County Boa

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DISASTROUS EFFECTS OF THE STORM 
SEEN ON THE OCEAN, 
Tales of Rough Weather Told by the Cap- 
tains of Vessels Arriving at New York— 
Coasters Battling with the Gale—Rescue 
of the Orew ofthe Brig Clare Ten Min- 
utes Before It Sank—Trying to Find 
More of John Hoey’s Property—Gotham 
Notes. “| 

Naw Ton. Oct. 20.—The gale which blew 
down the Atlantic coast last Monday night 
caught numerous coasting vessels in its path 
and the ocean is strewn with wreckage, 
broken spars, and smashed lifeboats. Capt. 
Quick of the steamer El Monte, which arrived 
today from New Orleans, said the vessel was 
swept by north northeast gales from Cape 
Florida until it passed Hatteras. Oct. 18, 
in latitude 84° 37’ and longitude 75° 29’, the El 
Monte passed a quantity of wreckage consisting 
of a vessel's lower mast and numerous small- 
erspars. Other veesels from the south had 
reports of the terrific windstorms that have 
been churning theocean. ‘The fishing schoon- 
er Commodore anchored off Stapleton, S. I., 
today. She was 100 miles south of the High- 
lands when Monday night’s storm struck her. 
Two anchors were sént down, but both were 
lost, together with ninety fathoms of cable 
and thirty fathoms of chain. Eight fishing 
dories were washed overboard and lost. 

The British steamer Oyprus, from Barrow, 
reached this port today. It left Barrow 
Sept. 24 and was so long delayed by gales and 
contrary winds that it ran into Sydney, C. 
B., short of coal, Oct. 18. It landed at that 
port Capt. Carty and the crew of the brig 
Clare of Yarmouth, N. 8. The Cyprus fell in 
with the Clare Sept. 30 in latitude 54° 47 and 
longitude 17° 5'. The brig ran into a hurri- 
cane Sept. 24 which dismasted it. The vessel 


was fast sinking when the Cyprus took off 


the crew. Two of the men had been 
seriously hurt by falling spars and 
were not expected to live when the Cyprus 
reached Sydney. The bridge of the steam. 
ship Pennol was smashed when she made this 
port today. Capt. Gear said he ran through 
fearful westerly gales. The Anchor line steam- 
ship Furnessia, which reached ite pier today 
from Glasgow and Moville, was severely bat- 
tered by the gales. One of the companion- 
way doors was stove in by a sea and the 
saloon was partially flooded. Two of the 
boats were dam and one of the ventila- 
tors washed overboard. One of the second 
cabin passengers felldown a companionway 
and injured his skull. Two steerage passen- 
gers and one second cabin passenger died on 
the voy and were buried at sea. The ves- 
sel’s bull was in tact, however, when it 
steamed up to its pier yesterday, and it will 
sail again for Glasgow on time, Capt. Smith 
and his crew of six men, of the lost American 
schooner Elizabeth T. Cottingham of Camden, 
N. J., were on board the schooner Grace Brad- 
ley when it reached quarantine from Fernan- 
dina, Fla., late tonight. The crew of the 
Cottingham were rescued from the vessel’s 
boat 17, They left the scooner ten 
minutes before it sank. 
The fall high tide this morning was au 
mented by northwesterly storm of t 
night before, and made things unpleasant at 
many of the low points along the city water 
front. At all of the ferries the bridges were 
at their steepest inclines, and the embarking 
of the trucks caused vent de- 
The Fall River line pier 
the North River was practically 
under water and flooded cellars in West 
street were numerous. On the east side of 
the city the condition of affairs was about the 
same, At Peck Slip the water at one time 
came up to the curb-stone and turned Water 
street in the immediate vicinity into a series 
of lakes.

WHICH HAS CHANGED, WATTERSON OR 

“THE TBIBUNE,” ON THE TARIFF? 
Tun Tarpuns has been exposing the Cou- 
rier—Journal’s ignorance of national com- 
merce and the balance of trade, and has point- 
ed out to its brilliant but eccentric editor ‘the 
terrible effect the adoption of free trade would 
have on the wages of the working classes in 
the hopes of arresting his mad purpose of 
shooting Niagara Falls. 

Mr. Watterson, being fairly beaten in argu- 
ment, seeks to take a change of venue, and 
instead of defending his positions, which he 
must see are untenable, he alleges that this 
paper has changed its own position on the 
tariff question. He says that it was once for 
free trade and an ally of the Courier-Journal, 
but that it has abandoned its old creed and 
associate, and he bids it a surrowful adieu. 

The record will show that Mr. Watterson 
has gained nothing by raising this new issue. 
He will have to scuttle out of this position, as 
out of others he has taken at various times. 
Tun Tano stands today where it did in 
1880 and 1884. It supported in 1884 a candi- 
date for the Presidency who ran on a plat- 


form two of the planks of which read as fol- 
lows: 

We demand that the imposition of duties on 
foreign imports shall be made not for revenue 
only, but that in raising the requisite revenues for 
the government, such duty shall be so levied as to 
afford security to our diversified industries and 
protection to the rights and wages of the laborer, 
to the end that active and intelligent labor, as 
well as capital, may have its just reward, and the 
laboring man his full share in the national pros- 


perity 

The Republican party pledges itself to correct 
the irregularities of the tariff, and to reduce the 
surplus, not by the vicious and indiscriminating 
process of horizontal reduction, but by such 
methods as will relieve the taxpayer without in- 
juring the laborer or the great productive inter- 
ests of the country. 


The Republican party thus pledged itself to 
continue the tariff reform work of 1883, and

In 1880 the Democrats adopted at Cincin- 
nati a platform which read “A tariff for 
revenue only.“ Owing to that platform it was 
defeated. Taught by experience, when the 
Democrats met in this city in 1884 Messrs. 
Watterson and Randail put their heads to- 
gether-and devised the following platform, 
which was supported by the Courier-Journal, 
and defines the attitude of its editor seven 


years ago. It reads: 

Knowing full well that legislation affecting the 
operations of the people should be cautious and 
conservative in method, not in advance of public 
opinion, but responsive to its demand, the Demo- 
cratic party is pledged to revise the tariff in a 
spirit of fairness to all interests. But in making 
reductions in taxes it is not proposed to injure 
any domestic industries, but rather to promote 
their healthy growth. Many industries have come 
torely upon legislation for successful continu- 
ance, so that any change of law must be at every 
step regardful of the labor and capital thus in- 
volved. The necessary reduction in taxation can 
and must be effected without depriving Ameri- 
can labor of the ability to compete successfully 
with foreign labor, and without imposing lower 
rates of duty than will be ample to cover any in- 
creased cost of production which may exist in 
consequence of the higher rate of wages prevailing 
in this country. . . . We therefore denounce 
the abuses of the existing tariff, and, subject to 
the preceding limitations, we demand that Fed- 
eral taxation shall be used exclusively for public 
purposes and shall not exceed the needs of the 
government, economically administered. 

It will be seen that the Democratic plat- 
form which Mr. Watterson helped to make in 
1884 is very much like the Republican plat- 


form of that year. The oneis a pledge to 
remedy the “abuses” and the other the 
“irregularities ”* of the tariff. Both were for 
protection of labor and industry, neither was 
for free trade, but, on the other hand, op- 
posed it, and on their protection platform the 
Democrats won the Presidency and elected 


Cleveland. 

But where does Mr. Watterson stand now? 
When in this city a few days ago he said to a 
reporter for a Democratic paper: 

Protection is doomed, as I said, and then the 
people and not the few favored corporations will 
shape the tariff legislation of the country. For 
years the favored classes have been making the 
laws and the people have had no champions who 
would work for their cause. Now, however, it is 
different. The next Democratic Congress is com- 
mitted to reform, and 1 have no doubt a tariff 
bill on lines of reform advocated by the Demo- 
cratic party will be passed, but of course the 
President will veto it and the Senate will not ac- 
cept it. When I speak of free trade I don't mean 
to abolish custom-houses, but adopt the free trade 
system of England and have a tariff’ for revenue.

COOLEY AND THE DRAINAGE CHANNEL. 
One of the city Democratic papers seems to 


is concerned. It says: 

Already two years have been wasted by the 
present incompetent do-nothing majority of the 
Drainage Board. That majority drave Mr. 
Cooley, its engineer. out because he would not 
force estimates before it was possible to complete 
scientific investigation and make trustworthy ex- 
aminations; and because he would not permit the 
politicians in the majority to load his force of sur- 
veyors down with mere political hacks. Once he 
was out, his} patient and modest work was cast 
over to two alien, fancy high-priced engineers. 

How carn two years have been wasted by 
any one? It was not until the middle of June, 
1890, that the Supreme Court declared the 
Drainage fact constitutional. Prior to that 
time the trustees could not do anything. But 
that decision was made not “two years ago,“ 
but only ome year and four months, a differ- 
ence of eight months. The veracious sheet 
adds 50 per cent to the time which has elapsed 
since the trustees could proceed. 

Those sitteen months have not been alto- 
gether wasted. The last five of them certain- 
ly have begn well employed. In May last Mr. 
Artingstall was chosen engineer. Since then 
the route to Joliet has been located, all the 
preliminary steps with property-owners taken, 
and condemnation proceedings begun for the 
first ton miles. Is that nothing? Why does 
that print suppress these facts? Why does 
not it tell the truth, which is that about seven 
months of the sixteen were absolutely wasted ; 
and that they were the months from June 
to December of 1890, during which Cooley 
was Chief Engineer. 

More time woud have been wasted—all the 
time from then till now, in fact—but for the 
removal of Cooley in December, after he had 
notified the board that he could not make u 
report as to a route before the summer of 
18921 Hag he been retained as engineer it is 
absolutely certain that two years would have 
been hopelessly squandered by the time that 
next q une came around. 

What does the Cooley organ mean by saying 
that “the necessary scientific investigations 
and trustworthy examinations have not been 
made? Does that imply that if the board 
were Cobleyized they would be. resumed, 
and would drag on the rest of this year and 
next year and the year after? Would the rain 
and the flood gauges. be set at work again? 
If so, when would the channel becut? Really 
eminent engineers— Newton, Worthen, and 
Artingstall—have told the board that it has 
data enough to allow routes to be laid out, 
and that no more are needed. Arelthe state- 
ments of these able engineers of the highest 
scientific attainments to be set aside, and is 
the expensive folly of physical researches ” 
of Cooley to be resumed? Not if the voters 
have theit wits about them, ‘surely. 

Why does his organ venture to state that the 
work of Cooley was modest or cheap? 
He had run his monthly expenses up to ten 
thousand a month and had notified the board 
Officially that they would be $15,000 thereafter. 
Since he was relieved bills have been pouring 
in on the trustees for damage done in cutting 
down treqs, etc., by these scientific gentle- 
men who salve under him, who appear to 
have been peculiarly destructive in their hab- 
its. They were not political hacks, possibly, 
but they were Cooley chums and kinsmen and 
a very expensive job lot. 

As for these alien, high- priced fancy en- 
gineers, 9) their work was cheap no matter 
what it gost. Not only did they inform the 
trustees that they had all the data needed 
and that a route could be located then, in- 
stead of not till the summer of 1892, as Cooley 
had asserted, but they showed them that the 
Skokie ¢ut-off folly to which Cooley was 
piedged was wholly unnecessary. There was 
a saving of two millions and a half in squelch- 
ing that absurd scheme of Cooley’s, to say 
nothing of the reduction of many thousands in 
Cooley’s monthly pay-roll. 


RAILROAD RATE-CUTTING. 

The Chicago east-bound lines are the only 
ones whi¢h adhere to tariff rates and make no 
concessions to shippers, and for this reason 
they fail to get a fair proportion of the traffic.” 
That is the reason stated for the notorious tact 
that the lines which carry freight around this 
city from the farther West towards the East- 
ern seaboard are doing a large business while 
those running eastward directly from Chicago 
are doing less than usual. It is stated that 
the latter will have to reduce the rates suffi- 
ciently to make rate-cutting odious or pre- 
vent the pthers from cutting or submit to a 
permanently smali amount of business trans- 
acted at full figures. The latter course is not 
a desirable one for the stockholders to con- 
template, and the second is perhaps the lesser 
evil. Anyway, it has been tried: and often 
proves efficacious. The cut-off lines continue 
to make rates which are low enough to 
attract a good measure of patron- 
age and are likely to keep on doing so. Hence 
the only thing that seems likely to succeed 
with the others i is to reduce also and show that 
they want a share of the business. 

But it were far wiser and better to make a 
moderate reduction than to undertake the 
cutting and slashing of rates, which is the 
railroad! man’s favorite remedy when he 
thinks things have gone so far as to demand a 

cure. ‘The coursefof action and its results are 
suggestive ‘of what is accomplished other- 
Wise, when a man gets into a passion. His 
slopping: around often intensifies the mischief. 
To put down rates to a contessedly non-paying 
basis for the purpose of tiring somebody else out 
is not y good generalship, and can- 
not be depended on as a paying policy. If 
the other fellow gets mad,” as is likely to 
be the case, the contest does a great deal of 
harm to very little good, and after both are 
tired out in the struggle the original cause of 
‘quarrel remains. The judicious course to

THE COOK COUNTY BOODLERS. 

The Cook County Insane Asylum and Poor- 
house are again shown to be a festering mass 
of moral corruption and official fraud. The 
supplies furnished to those institutions are 
systematically overcharged in quantity and 
notoriously deficient in quality as required by 
the terms of the contracts. The inmates are 
fed with rotten meat charged for at full 
prices, poor milk at nearly three times the fig- 
ures at which consumers in the city are 
served, and only 50 per cent of the potatoes 
that are paid for out of the county taxes. The 
coal is inferior stuff, full of sulphur and 
slate.”” In these and other ways the county is 
served with the poorest possible material, 
while paying out far more than would be 
necessary to run the institutions with good 
food and fuel under an honest administration. 

The whole thing is a deliberate, systematic 
The contractor is the creature of the 
official, cheats by his connivance, and shares 
the plunder with him. The biggest share goes 
to the man highest_in office and a little bribe 
is doled out now and then to the few under- 
lings who are of sufficient importance to make 
it worth while to keep them yuiet. Such 
frauds could not be perpetrated except by 
direct understanding with men who dominate 
the institution from within the walls of the 
Court-House, and there are reasons to think 
that some of them are sleeping part- 
ners in the firms which contract to serve 
the county, as it is notorious that their influ- 
ence is exerted to prevent the rottenness 
from being exposed by employés. It would 
not be fair to charge all the latter with 
being corrupt to the extent of sharing in the 
boodle, but it is. well known thatif not at 
once pliant and discreet enough to keep 
silent they are not wanted to boss the poor 
wretches who are made the excuse for the 
most nefarious scheme of plunder that was 
ever devised by a child of the devil. The man 
who will stoop to make money by the addi- 
tional pinching of the poorest of his fellow- 
mortals, furnishing them with decayed food 
while taking pay for sound quality, cannot 
fall much lower in the moral scale. He is a 
more contemptible wretch than the footpad 
or the burglar. Though sporting fine clothes 
and diamond studs he is a moral leper. He 
is no better than the whited sepulcher referred 
to in the Gospel as fair without but only a 
charnel house within. 


WANTED, A SPECIAL GRAND JURY. 

With all the facts that are now being given 
to the public by the County Commissioners, 
Custodians, Wardens, Superintendents, fore- 
men, etc., etc., it should not be a difficult 
matter to secure the indictment and convic- 
tion of guilty officiais of Cook County. There 
are convicting facts in abundance apparently. 
There is no doubt that there has been whole- 
sale cheating in the coal contracts? But who 
are the beneficiaries? The coal contractors, 
the storekeepers, the engineers, or the Com- 
missioners? Each séeks to put the blame on 
the other. And so it is about the meat con- 
tractor. He blamesthe butcher. The butcher 
blames him or somebody else. It is the same 
through the whole list. It is true that Com- 
missioner Stauber says some of the Commis. 


sioners must be guilty, and that Commission- 


ers Green and Allen say that the rascality 
could not go on without the connivance of 
Commissioners. 

How is their guilt to be established? They 
have the power to select grand jurors the same 
as Stauber and Green. They will be careful 
ta select men who will protect them. There 
will be contradiction of testimony between 
the employés. The storekeeper will “stand 
by“ the contractor. The contractor will, if 
he finds it safe, stand by the storekeeper. 
There may be no conviction, but the people 
this fall will have a change to get rid of the 
suspected boodle Commissioners and con- 
tractors. That is one of the advantages of the 
one-term law. 

It isa pity and a shame, however, that all 
the rascals cannot be punished as they well de- 
serve, and exclusion from the public crib will 
not be proper punishment. Perhaps they 
could be reached if a special grand jury could 
be called. A special grand jury could do 
splendid work nowadays. What does State’s- 
Attorney Longenecker think of one? It is 
not likely that boodlers would have many 
friends on a special grand jury. 


IS PROF, PATTON A HERETIC ? 

If the situation has been stated correctly, 
the public ooh will be treated to the spec- 
tacle of Prof. Briggs upon trial for h/ terodoxy, 
his principal accuser being Prof. Patton, him- 
self heterodox on the same points he makes 
against the defendant. Whoever may prose- 
cute Prof. Briggs, whatever jury may find the 
verdict, Prof. Patton is back of the accusa- 
won. How, then, will the majority reconcile 
the dismissal of one professor and the reten- 
tion of another if he is holding the same opin- 
ion on one of the principal specifications in 
the indictment—viz.: sanctification after 
death? 

The disclosures of Prof. Patton alleged 
heterodoxy should prove a powerful weapon in 
the hands of the friends of Prof. Briggs. The 
report of his address, as taken in shorthand by 
the Rev. Frank Hyatt Smith, will be confirmed, 
it is stated, by the Rev. Mr. McQueen, who 
made a longhand report. Both these gent le- 
men are ready to come on the stand and tes- 
tify to the accuracy of the report, and the 
former will testify further that friends of Pat- 
ton interfered to prevent the publication of 
the report in the Philadelphia Magazine, which 
was a Princeton organ, and of which at that 
time Mr. Smith was editor. More than this, 
they stand ready to testify that Prof. Patton, 
or his friends, discriminated with the explana- 
tion that it was Patton the man and not Pat- 
ton the professor who delivered himself of the 
dangerous doctrine. 

Now, if all this be true, and it is difficult to 
imagine two clergymen deliberately coming 
forward and stating an untruth, the friends of 
Prof. Briggs should use the evidence thus 
placed in their hands in the most vigorous 
manner and without any sympathy for Prof. 
Patton. The latter is an active heresy- hunter. 
He has been conspicuous in prosecuting more 
than one heretic. He has posed as the ideal 
of Presbyterian orthodoxy. If therefore the 
chalice can be commended to his own lips let 
it be done promptly and vigorously. There 
need be no hesitation on the grounds of sym- 
pathy or sentiment. If Prof. Patton is at 
heart a heretic it should be known. If he is

does not believe as a man that also shouid be 


known. If when he was prosecuting Prof, |

ALL OR NONE. 

The law passed this year about voting by 
women at school elections says in its title that 
all women over 21 may vote thereat. In the 
body of the act it says that any wöman may 
vote who “belongs to either of the classes 
mentioned in Article 7 of the Constitution.” 
There are three classes mentioned there. One 
of them consists of all who were electors April 
1, 1848. The second covers “every person 
who obtained a certificate of naturalization 
before any court of record in this State prior 
to Jan. 1, 1870,“ the third class includes every 
male citizen of the United Staves who has 
been in the State a year. 

The Election Commissioners held that % 
women can enter in the first and third of these 
classes because only males were electors in 
1848, and because women cannot be male“ 
citizens over 21. But they tell the registra- 
tion judges to register women who belong to 
the second class. On what ground do they 
defend their action? The Constitution in giv- 
ing the right of suffrage to every person 
naturalized in this State prior to 1870 either 
conferred it on males and females or on males 
alone. If every person” applies to both 
sexes, then women naturalized prior to 1870 
can vote for any officer and need no special 
law to enable them to vote for school officers. 
But if the right to vote was given only 
to males who had been naturalized 
prior to 1870—as is known to be the 
case—then, according to the reasoning 
of the Election Commissioners, it is 
impossible for a woman naturalized prior to 
1870 to be a male naturalized prior to that 
year, just as it ia impossible for a female citi- 
zen to be a male citizen, and therefore the 
clerks should not have been instructed to 
register any females, In short, all three 
classes mentioned in the Constitution are 
classes of males, and were meant and are 
known. to be such, and the Election Commis- 
sioners cannot say that the Legislature was 
one-third right and two-thirds wrong when it 
attempted to allow women to vote for school 
officers. Instead of calling the attention of 
the judges to a part of the law they should 
have given them all or none. They should al- 
low all women who are citizens and over 21 
years of age to vote for School Superintend- 
ent of Cook County or none. 


THE TAMMANY WORLD'S FAIR LIE 
SQUELCHED. 

The New York Préss has done good service 
in gathering official information which dis- 
poses of Tammany’s lying charge that ex- 
Senator Platt and Mr. Fassett defeated hold- 
ing the World’s Fair in New York by inducing 
twenty-three Republican Congressmen to vote 
against that city. The Press has sent a dis- 
patch to each one of these Congressmen ask- 
ing him whether he acted at the suggestion 
or solicitation, direct or indirect, of Mr. Platt, 
Mr. Fassett, or any other Republicaa in cast- 
ing his vote against New York. Answers 
have been received from nine of the num- 
ber—Walker, Wallace, and Cogswell of 
Massachusetts; Scranton, Townsend, Scull, 
Dalzell, and Darlington of Pennsylvania; and 
Spooner of Rhode Island—and in each ease 
the reply is a vigorous and indignant denial. 
Mr. Scranton adds to his dispatch: “The 
whole influence of the State, Democratic and 
Republican, was exerted to the utmost to se- 
cure the World’s Fair.

Their replies might be interest ing reading. 
Or, do the Tammary organs fear that they 
all might be of the same opinion as Senator 
Carlisle, who deplores the predominance of 
Tammany in New York politics? If these 
Tammany frauds want light upon this subject 
why do they not accept Mr. Fassett’s prompt 
challenge to Flower to meet him in joint de- 
bate?

PREPARING TO ASK FOR THE LOAN.

| AN UNKNOWN SOURCE, 


Chance for a Daring Explorer te Investigate 
the Subterranean Route of the Snake 
River — What Dwellers on the Kaw 
Think of Dave Hill as a Presidential 
Oandidate—Senator Hansbrough on New 

Tork Politics—Talks with Travelers at 
the, Hotels. ** 

There's a good chance for some enter- 
prising reporter or explorer out at Idaho 

Falls City, Idaho,” said Willis G. Emerson, 

who is at the Grand Pacific. Mr. Emerson 

thinks that town is destined to be the greatest 
on earth. We have the greatest water 
power in the country in the Snake River 
there, and just where it all comes from is 
something of a mystery. That’s what we 
want to find out. Above the city to the east 
the Suske River is from to 1,200 feet in 
width. As it nears the city ut narrows down 
and flows through a passage 200 feet wide 
square as a flume, and built in nature’s most” 
approved and solid masonry. The govern- 
ment geological surveyors have sunk a plum- 
met 369 feet in the rapids and have never been 
able to strike bottom. Still that vast volume 


of water keeps going by as swift as 
the water flows above Niagara Falls, and 
it has been running just as long as the 
oldes: settler can remember. The Snake 
River, which starts from a little lake in Yel- 
lowstone Park, does not seem able to supply 
the great volume of water. It is believed that 
the Lost River helps out the supply. Ine Lost 
River starts in two streams above Yellowstone 
Park. They come together forty miles above 
Idaho Fails City and form a good-sized river 
which runs along for two miles and then liter- 
ally disappears into the bowels of the earth 
and is lost. In that way it obtains its name. 

“The surveyors and geologists think the 
Lost River runs through a subterranean pas- 
sage which has its exit just where the rapids 
of the Snake River begin. Nobody has been 
able to ve thistheory. Although many arti- 
cles have been launched on the 
waters of the Lost River just above the point 
where it disappears, nore of them have ever 
shown up in the rapids. That subter- 
ranean passage ought to be explored, 
and the citizens of our town will glad- 
ly provide any kind of a barrel or 
oraft⸗for any one that cares to take passage 
into the earth via the Lost River. There’s no 
telling what an explorer might strike on such 
a voyage. The Lost River certainly goes some 
place, and dwellers out around it would like 
to know just where it does stop doing busi- 
ness.

BLUE ISLAND’S NEW SEWERAGE SYSTEM. 


The Chicago Suburb’s Growth Given an Im- 
petus by Proposed Improvements. 

An extensive sewerage system, involving the 
expenditure of between $100,000 and $160,000, 
is abc ut to be built at Blue Island. It is well 
known that Blue Island is one of the oldest 
suburban communities about Chicago. Its 
growth has been slow but sure and substan- 
tial, and the villagenow numbers a popula- 
tion of about 5,000 persons, many of whom are 
Onicago's substantial and valued business- 
men. An ordinance was passed sometime ago 
authorizing the spreading of a special as- 
sessment for the construction of a 
sewerage system. The plans for the 
work were prepared by G. L. Clausen, 
the village engineer, and the estimated cost 
was $98,000, against which objection to the ex- 
tent of $25,000 were filed, but after a hearing 


extending over a week a jury in the County 


Court returned a verdict last Saturday, after 


being out six minutes, confirming the assess- 


ment. Bids for construction will be adver- 
tised for at once, and the physical work will 
mga as soon as the contract can be let. 

rate of asseseinent on Division street is 17 
cents a foot of. lot frontage; in the Fulton 
street subdistrictthe assessment is 27 cents a 
foot in addition to the above 17 cents; in the 
Burr Oak avenue subdistrict the rate is 15 
cents in addition to the 17; and the property 
on the line of the main sewers is assessed 
at from $1.40 to $1.90 in addition to the 
above.

FRANCE PREPARING TO EMBRACE 
THE AMERICAN HOG. 


The Department at Washington in Hourly 
Expectation of Officia) Advices from 
Minister Reid to the Effect That the 

5 Embargo Has Been Raised—Belief That 
the Duty Will Finally Be Fixed at About 
2 Cents Per Pound—Notes and Gossip of 
the Capital. ö 

Wasmworox, D. C., Oct. 20.— [Special.] — 

France is about to let down the bars against 
the American hog. Minister Reid has been 
keeping the State Department informed of 
the chances of American pork product in 
the French Senate. His recent advices have 
indicated that the ministry was probably 
strong enough to wrest. the desired concession 
from the Senate, Nothing had been received 
from the Minister this afternoon in regard to 
the action of the committee in agreeing on a 
rate of 26 francs per 100 kilos for salted meats, 
but a dispatch is looked for towards confirm- 
ing the cable news. The Chamber of Depu- 
ties fixed the rate at 20 francs per 100 kilos. 
This wes about one and three-fourths cents per 
pound, as against nearly two and one-half 
cents as fixed by the Senate. The belief is 
that the final compromise will be not far from 
two cetits a pound, Packers in the United 
States have assured Secretary Rusk that they 
coulddo a large business in France under 
sucha duty. At no time has the country 
looked for the entire removal of the duty, but 
ever since the Harrison Administration 
came into power it has asked steadily 
and persistently for the taking off Of the em- 
barge which shut out American pork entirely. 
The great point has been to get the French 
Senate to consent to this, andthe French Min- 
istry has used all its influence to conciliate the 
ultra protectionists. Recently Minister Reid 
has had several interviews with M. Ribot, and 
he mgorously pressed the government for the 
fulfillment of its promises. France has not 
suffered a food famine this year to the same 
extent as other European countries, but its 
people want American pork. The steps taken 
which foreshadow an early removal of the em- 
bargo mean as much to them as to the farm- 
ers of the Mississippi Valley.

A decision of interest to insurance societies 
was rendered by Judge Driggs yesterday in 


the suit of Lucy J. Swarts against the Rail- | att 


way Passenger and Freight Conductors’ Asso- 
ciation. Plaintiff seeks to recover $2,500 from 
the association on a policy issued to her hus- 
band, Sherman S. Swarts, who was killed in 
an accident. At that time there were 1,500 
members of the association subject to an as- 
sesement to pay plaintiff’s claim. A demurrer 
of the association raised the question that he 
was not a member at the time of his death, 
and the point was made that even if he was 
a member the widow could not maintain an 
action at law. 

The only matter in consideration by the 
court was the contention of defendant that 
Art. V. of the constitution of the association 
provided in effect that when the Board of 
Directors shall have passed on a death claim 
its decision is final, that body being a tri- 
bunal created by the members for the deter- 
mination of all questions arising between the 
members and their legal representatives and 
the association, and that the former were 
therefore estopped from .invoking the aid of 
a court of equity or of law. 

To say that the Board of Directors has 
the power to determine whether he was a 
member under the rules and lations of 
the association, and that such finding should 
be final and conclusive so as to oust the 
jurisdiction of a court would be go 
than the law warrants, said the court. 
hold that the decision of the board against the 
claim of plaintiff was not final in the sense of 
ousting the courts from jurisdiction, and that 
an action at law lies against the association 
for damages for failure to make an assess- 
ment.

GENERAL WASHINGTON NEWS. 


Annual Report of Gov. Prince of the Terri- 
tory of New Mexico. 


Wasutneton, D. C., Oct. 20.—In his annual 
report to the Secretary of the Interior, Gov. 
L. Bradford Prince of the Territory of New 
Mexico refers at length to the beneficial re- 
sults which he thinks will accrue from the set- 
tlement of the disputed Spanish and Mexican 
land claims by the Court of Private Land 
Claims recently organized. The Governor in- 
sists that from any point of view New Mexico 
is entitled to Statehood. The recent defeat of 
the Constitution formulated by the constitu- 
tional convention of 1889, he argues, does not 
indicate a disinclination on the part of the 
pores to assuine the condition of Statehood.

CRUSADE AGAINST IMMORALITY. 


Emperor William Said to Favor the Lash 
in Certain Cases. 

Bertin, Oct. 18.—The case of Heinze, 
charged with the murder of Night Watchman 
Braun, has been brought to the knowledge of 
the Kaiser. It has given his Majesty another 
opportunity of showing his deep interest in 
all that concerns his people’s welfare, for he 
has become aware of the painful impression 
produced by the increasing number of cases 
of public immorality. 

He at once sent orders to the hunting cha- 
teau of the Minister of Justice, Dr. Von Schel- 
ling, at Rominten, to take drastic and effect- 
ive measures to remedy the existing evil, and 
above allto clear the town of t whose 
misdemeanors have been flagrantly open. 

In pursuance of these orders a conference 
has been held at the Mini of Justice, at- 
tended by the heads of the Berlin police and 
the Minister of the Interior. The result has 
not been made public, but thuse who claim to 
know say there will be a vigorous campaign 
against immorality, and criminal prosecution 
of people living immoral lives. 

It is said that a proposition was made that 
the magistrates be empowered to order the 
lash in certain cases, and that the Kaiser 
favors it.
